Occupations of British Migrants. (Page 459.) 


Detailed particulars are given of the occupations 
recorded as followed by emigrants from and immigrants 
into Great Britain and Northern Ireland during 1927 
as compared with the previous year. The net loss in 
the agricultural group was 11,879, or 31 per cent., and 
in skilled trades 32 per cent. of the total. 





Wholesale Prices in March. (Page 460.) 

As measured at the Board of Trade wholesale prices 
showed an average rise of 0-5 per cent. above 
February, the index number for March being 84-7 
as against 84-3. The figure for March, 1927, was 
84-6. 





Swiss Trade in February. (Page 469.) 

With an excess ‘of imports over exports of 49.3 mil- 
lion francs in February, the adverse trade balance 
showed an improvement as compared with the four 
preceding months, the value of exports having risen to 
77-8 per cent. of that of imports, as against 69-9 in 
January, 74:7 in December, 76-1 in November and 
75-8 per cent. in October. 





New Capital Issues in March Quarter. (Page 470.) 


Statistics compiled by the Midland Bank show new 
capital issues in March to have been again in excess 
of those for the corresponding month of the previous 
three years. The total for the third quarter of 1928 
was well over £103 millions as compared with less 
than £83 millions a year ago, and under £57; millions 
in March quarter of 1925. 





Canadian Fruit and Vegetable Imports. (Page 472.) 

Revised regulations governing the importation of 

preserved fruits, vegetables and milk are reproduced 
from the ‘‘ Canada Gazette.” 





South African Tariff Proposals. (Page 473.)

CONDITIONS IN ExportTinG TRADES. 


Following their usual practice, the Committee have 
written an introduction which draws attention to some 
of the chief considerations which arise from a study of 
the three volumes. 

The Committee begin by pointing out that, for the 
most part, the accounts given in these volumes of the 
conditions prevailing in the great groups of exporting 
trades mentioned above are the most comprehensive 
statements on the subject that have been brought 
together in recent times. While these industries account 
for a large part of British export trade, it does not 
necessarily follow that their recent course of develop- 
ment has been fully representative of the trend of 
British industry as a whole. On the contrary, it is 
prima facie not unlikely that the industries which have 
been the great staple export trades of the past may, 
in some cases, have failed to keep step with the recent 
growth and progress of some of the newer though 
smaller trades. Among the great exporting industries 
are included certain branches of export which, thanks 
to the earlier industrial development of this country, 
enjoyed at one time something approaching a monopoly 
in overseas markets—a condition which in recent years 
has passed away and given place to increasing foreign 
competition. It would, therefore, not be surprising if 
certain of the trades which for many years have furnished 
the bulk of British exports showed a lower rate of 
progress than some of the newer industries. The 
Committee also suggest that for an adequate picture of 
the situation and trend of British industry as a whole, 
it is requisite not only to survey individual industries 
but also to take account of the fact that the situation 
and trend are materially influenced by the mutual 
relations and reactions among industries, as well as by 
common factors which no single industry can modify.

GALLANTRY AT SEA: PORTUGUESE 
RECOGNITION. 


The Board of Trade have received one silver medal 
and seven bronze medals, together with certificates, 
which have been awarded by the Instituto de Secorros a 
Naufragos of Lisbon, to Captain J. Hooper, Master, 
Mr. M. Reay, Chief Officer, J. Moffat, boatswain, 
J. McLean, W. Whitty and M. Ryan, A.B.’s, I’. Greatrex, 
donkeyman, and C. Young, fireman, formerly of the 
s.s. ‘‘Sheaf Brook ’’ of Newcastle, for services rendered 
to the crew of the Portuguese schooner “‘ Maria do Ceu.” 

On 18th November, 1926, the ‘‘ Sheaf Brook”’ sighted 
signals of distress flown by the “‘ Maria do Ceu,”’ which was 
sinking in a position about 30 miles north-east of the 
Burlings. A westerly gale was blowing, with a high sea, 
and the “‘Sheaf Brook” was rolling and pitching heavily. 
A lifeboat with Mr. Reay in charge, and manned by the 
other members of the crew named above, was launched, 
and the crew of the schooner, including the master’s wife 
and child, were safely brought on board the British vessel. 
The rescue was attended by considerable difficulty, owing 
to the gale and very high sea. 

The Board of Trade have also received a silver medal 
and certificate of the Instituto de Secorros a Naufragos 
of Lisbon which have been awarded to Captain E. R. 
Howe, Master of the s.s. ‘‘ Hornby Castle,” of Liverpool, 
for services to the Portuguese schooner, ‘“‘ Antonomico 
Acoreano,” on 15th June, 1925.

AMALGAMATION OF SOLINGEN SCISSORS 
MAKERS. 


The British Consul-General at Cologne states that 
according to press reports concerning the recent amalga- 
mation of the manufacturers of cast scissors in Solingen, 
the scissors casters state that 150 firms with a total 
output of from five to six million marks’ worth of 
scissors are concerned in this amalgamation and that 
the greater part of their production is exported. 

The press points out that if this is really the case, 
then very small concerns must have been admitted into 
the association since, based on the above figures, the 
average output per member would only amount to 
40,000 marks. It is, of course, possible that certain 
firms manufacture other products as well, but if so many 
works have indeed joined this association, it is a clear 
indication of the critical state of the industry. 

In several branches of the iron working-up industry, 
more especially in the cutlery branch, such attempts 
have failed where a far smaller number of works was 
concerned. 





SWISS CODE OF OBLIGATIONS : AMENDMENT. 


The British Legation at Berne has forwarded a copy 
of a Federal Message of 21st February last, embodying 
a draft law amending that part of the Swiss Code of 
Obligations which deals with company law, co-operative 
societies, the company register and securities.

BANK OF LATVIA’S CLAIMS. 


Notice To British Exporters. 


The attention of British exporters to Latvia is called 
to Article 10 of the Statutes of the Latvijas Banka 
(Bank of Latvia) translation of which reads as follows :— 


** The claims of the Bank in respect to its debtors 
shall have the right of preference against other 
State and private claims, except mortgage claims. 
The claims of the Bank shall be satisfied in the first 
order and in full, even if the debtor has been 
declared insolvent.”’ 

British exporters are advised to take into considera 
tion these priority rights of the Bank of Latvia in 
considering business with that country which involves 
the granting of credit. 





MADAGASCAR LAND LAWS.

OCCUPATIONS OF EMIGRANTS AND 
IMMIGRANTS OF BRITISH NATIONALITY. 


In the “Journal” of 22nd March (pages 355-362) 
particulars were given of the Passenger Movement from 
and to the United Kingdom (Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland) in 1926 and 1927, and also the numbers of 
British migrants in those years, distinguishing male and 
female adults of 12 years of age and upwards from chil- 
dren under 12. In the following tables are shown the 
particulars of the occupations of emigrants and immi- 
grants of British nationality who left, or arrived in, 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland during 1927; 
similar particulars for 1926 were published in the 
“ Journal ”’ dated 3lst March, 1927 (pages 351-356). 


“ Adults ” are classified in the statutory passenger 
returns as persons of 12 years of age and upwards, in 
accordance with the requirements of the Merchant 
Shipping Acts, but for the purpose of occupational 
classification the minimum age for an adult worker 
has been taken as 18 years. From 1921 the occupations 
recorded as followed by British emigrants and immigrants 
of 18 years of age and over have been classified in ten 
groups for males and six groups for females, and the 
results for 1927 are shown in this detail in the tables, 
which also distinguish the numbers to and from the 
principal countries. 


The number of British migrants included in these 
occupational groups and the total number of “ statute 
adults ’’ in 1926 and 1927 are shown below; the differ- 
ences between the respective totals would be made up 
to a large extent by persons of school age and by others 
not in settled occupations :—

It will be seen from the above table that the emigrants 
of 12 and under 18 years of age averaged about 13 per 
cent. of the aggregate number of males and about 8 to 
9 per cent. of the aggregate number of females during 
1926 and 1927; of the immigrants, only a little over 4 
per cent. of each sex in 1927 and somewhat under 5 per 
cent. in 1926 were in the age group 12 to 17.

In each of the years under consideration the number 
of male emigrants from Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland whose occupations were returned as agricultural 
exceeded the number in any other group of the classi- 
fication; the percentage in this group was 22-0 of 
the total males of 18 years and upwards in 1926 and 
23-8 in 1927. 

The next largest number in any individua] group was 
shown in respect of the male emigrants whose occupa- 
tions were recorded as commercial, finance and insur- 
ance, this group accounting for 15-2 per cent. of the 
total in 1926 and 16-8 per cent. in 1927. In the skilled 
trades the metal and engineering group showed a decrease 
from 13-4 per cent. in 1926 to 12-9 per cent. in 1927, 
and the percentage employed in mining and quarrying 
decreased from 8-6 to 6:3. The number of emigrant 
building operatives increased somewhat in 1927. The 
proportion of skilled workers other than those employed 
in the industries mentioned above fell from 10-4 per 
cent. of the total in 1926 to 9-1 per cent.in 1927. The 
total of all skilled occupations accounted for 30 per cent. 
of the adult males in 1927 and 34 per cent. in 1926. In 
the professional group a decrease was shown in 1927. 
Labourers who did not describe themselves as engaged 
in agriculture or transport accounted for about 8 per 
cent. of the total in both years. The proportion in the 
transport and communications group showed little 
variation. Other and ill-defined occupations, not in- 
cluded in the preceding groups, accounted for 11-5 per 
cent. of the total in 1926 and for 11-8 per cent. in 1927. 
Of the female emigrants the number of wives or house- 
wives (not otherwise described) amounted to about one- 
half of the total in the two years. The percentage 
employed in domestic, hotel, etc., service was 23:5 
in 1926 and 25-0 in 1927. The numbers in the com- 
mercial, finance and insurance group represented 6-4 
per cent. in 1926 and 6-3 per cent. in 1927. There was 
a decrease of nearly one-third in the number of female 
emigrants recorded as employed in the clothing trades 
in 1927, and little relative variation in the other groups. 

As regards the return movement of adult males to 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, the highest propor- 
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tion in any individual group is shown for immigrants 
engaged in commerce, finance and insurance, who repre- 
sented about 20 per cent. of the total in 1926 and in 1927. 
For the skilled trades as a whole the proportion was 
about 28 per cent. of thetotal. Increases were recorded 
in 1927, as compared with 1926, in the number of male 
immigrants classified in each of the groups. About 56 
per cent. of the returning females in 1927 are described 
as wives or housewives, and about 11 and 9 per cent. 
respectively as employed in domestic, hotel, etc., service, 
and in the professions. 

On balance there was a net loss in 1927 of 38,898 
male and 30,822 female migrants of 18 years of age and 
over. The net loss in the agricultural group was 11,879 
or 31 per cent. of the total, more than one-half of this 
number representing the loss to England and Wales. 
Of the other groups, skilled trades accounted for 32 per 
cent. of the net loss, commercial for 15 per cent., and 
labourers, not engaged in agriculture or transport, for 
10 per cent. 

Tables will appear in the “‘ Journal”’ of 19th April, 
showing the numbers of emigrants and immigrants in 
certain age groups, but space does not permit the 
presentation of complete figures of the occupations 
according to age grouping. It may be noted here that 
about three-fifths of all the male emigrants of 18 years 
of age and over in 1926 and 1927 were recorded as being 
not more than 30 years of age, while the age of the female 
emigrants was higher, less than one-half of the total 
number being under 30 in the two years mentioned. 
Of the males employed in agriculture, 67 per cent. in 
1926 and 71 per cent. in 1927 were between 18 and 30 
years of age. Of labourers other than those engaged 
in agriculture or transport the percentages between these 
ages were 67 in 1926 and 70 in 1927. In the skilled 
trades the largest numbers of emigrants were in the 
metal and engineering group and those between 18 
and 30 years of age amounted to 58 per cent. in 1926 
and 60 per cent. in 1927 of the total in the group. On 
the other hand, about 55 per cent. of the number classi- 
fied as professional exceeded the age of 30. Among 
females, domestic servants between the ages of 18 and 
30 years accounted for 72 per cent. of the total shown in 
that group for 1927, and clerical workers within this 
age group represented 74 per cent. of all such workers 
in that year. The corresponding percentages for 1926 
were 67 and 72. About two-thirds of the wives or 
housewives who emigrated during 1926 and 1927 
were over 30 years of age. As might be expected, the 
average age of the immigrants considerably exceeded 
that of the emigrants, nearly two-thirds of the total 
number of adults (18 years and upwards) returning to 
— Britain and Northern Ireland being over 30 years 
of age. 

The following table shows for three important occu- 
pational groups the proportions of male emigrants who 
were between 18 and 30 years of age :—

Of those engaged in mining and quarrying, the propor- 
tions between 18 and 30 years of age in 1927 were 55 
per cent. for England and Wales and 60 per cent. for 
Scotland. 

There are noticeable variations in the proportions in 
the several occupational groups when comparing the 
figures for the three divisions (i.e., England and Wales, 
Scotland, and Northern Ireland) of the United Kingdom. 
In each of the years 1926 and 1927 a high proportion of 
the total number of male emigrants classed as agricultural 
workers and as labourers not in agriculture or transport 
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was from Northern Ireland, of those in the agricultural 
and in the metal and engineering groups a high propor- 
tion was from Scotland, and of those employed in agri- 
culture and in commerce, finance and insurance a high 
proportion was from England and Wales. There was a 
noticeable decrease in 1927 in the proportion of the total 
male emigrants of 18 years and over from Scotland who 
were classed as employed in mining and quarrying. 
The most important variations are summarised in the 
following table, which shows the percentage employed 
in each of the groups mentioned :—

WHOLESALE PRICES IN MARCH. 





BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


Wholesale prices as measured at the Board of Trade 
were, on the average, 0-5 per cent. higher in March 
than in February, the index numbers for the two 
months being 84-7 and 84-3 respectively (1924 = 100). 
Meat and fish fell by 2-4 per cent., while cereals and 
miscellaneous foods rose by 1-2 per cent. and 2-3 per 
cent. respectively, the general index for all kinds of 
food rising by 0-3 per cent. comparing March with 
February. For industrial materials a rise of 0-5 per 
cent. is recorded, cotton materials rising by 4-1 per cent., 
other textiles by 0-9 per cent., and iron and steel by 
0-3 per cent. These group increases were to a large 
extent offset by falls of 0-4 per cent. in metals and 
minerals other than iron and steel and of 1-3 per cent. 
in miscellaneous industrial materials. 

In the following table the average prices in March 
are compared with those of February and of a year 
earlier :—

Comparing the averages for the first three months 
of 1928 with those for the last three months of 1927, 
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a fall of 0-2 per cent. is shown for all articles. Corre- 
sponding comparisons of the quarterly averages for food 
and for industrial materials show a rise of 0-2 per cent. 
in the former and a fall of 0-5 per cent. in the latter. 


Among the average prices for cereals the largest 
variations, comparing March -with February averages, 
were in British malting barley, rice, oats and maize. 
Prices for the first mentioned show the usual seasonal 
fall, the superior qualities being ordinarily disposed of 
in the earlier months of the season. From 16s. per cwt. 
at the beginning of February, Rangoon rice fell by the 
end of March to 15s. per cwt. During the same period 
the landed price for Plate oats rose from 28s. to 32s. 
per 320 Ibs., and La Plata maize from 8s. 6d. to 9s. 74d. 
per 100 lbs. Home-killed beef and mutton show 
considerable advances, the weekly averages reported 
for Scotch beef (short sides) being 93d. and 10d. per lb. 
in the early part of February and 104d. and 102d. per lb. 
in the second half of March, while for Scotch mutton 
rises from 113d. and 11fd. per lb. to 133d. and 13§d. 
per Ib. were reported. English beef and mutton were 
dearer also, hut New Zealand lamb became cheaper, 
falling from 103d. to 10d. per lb. between the middle of 
February and the end of March. Following the rise 
recorded in February, Irish bacon became cheaper in 
March, and there were further reductions in the quota- 
tions for American bacon and for eggs. During 
February Irish eggs fell from 20s. 6d. to 13s. 3d. per 120, 
and were quoted at 12s. 14d. per 120 at the end of 
March, the averages for the two months showing a 
difference of over 5s. per 120; in the case of Danish 
eggs the two averages show a difference of about 4s. 6d. 
per 120. Lower market prices for each of the four kinds 
of fish included in the calculation give for March an 
average of 16 per cent. below the February average. 
Prices for articles included with miscellaneous foods 
show rises for butter, cheese, potatoes, oranges and 
sugar, and falls for onions, apples and tea. 


Quotations for pig iron in March include a rise of 
ls. per ton to £3 6s. for Cleveland, No. 3 Foundry 
(G.M.B.), and a reduction of 1s. 6d. per ton to £2 18s. 6d. 
for Northampton, No. 3 Foundry. Wrought iron 
hoops were reduced from £12 10s. to £12 per ton. Price 
changes in the other items comprising the iron and steel 
group were mostly increases, the largest being in heavy 
steel melting scrap, which rose from £2 16s. 3d. per ton 
to £3 ls. 3d. per ton. Some reductions were effected in 
the export prices of South Wales coal, and Durham gas 
coal was cheaper. Further falls in the quotations for 
tin and zinc give a lower average for March than for 
several months preceding, and prices for lead have been 
falling since the beginning of the present year. 


Increased prices in March were reported for each of 
the 16 cotton materials, the quotations of which are 
used for the index number. During the second half of 
the month American raw cotton, middling, was above 
103d. per lb. for spot transactions, and Egyptian raw 
cotton, Sakellaridis, fully good fair, was over 20d. per Ib. 
except on one day, the former reaching over 11d. per Ib. 
on three days and the latter 21d. per lb. or over on 
three days. Early in February the American quality 
was under 10d. per lb. and the Egyptian under 17d. 
per lb. Advances in yarn prices from the beginning of 
February to the end of March varied between Id. and 
14d. per lb. in the case of yarns of American cotton and 
between 24d. and 4d. per Ib. in the case of yarns of 
Egyptian cotton. Quotations for wool were higher 
both for the raw materials and the yarns. Hemp prices 


~ continued to fall and jute prices fell until the middle of the 


month but recovered at the end. 


The rise in February from £2 10s. to £3 per ton for 
mechanical wood pulp was followed in March by a rise 
from £15 to £16 5s. per ton for chemical wood pulp 
(sulphite bleached). Ox, heifer and cow hides reached 
their highest prices for some considerable time late in 
January or early in February, and have since cheapened 
by amounts varying between {d. and 14d. per lb. The 
fall in rubber prices was checked in the second half of 
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March, smoked sheets being 13}d. per Ib. at the end of 
the month compared with the lowest price of 11d. per lb. 
on the 14th and with 183d. per Ib. at the end of January.

A comparison of the March averages for the 53 articles 
of food with the averages for February shows 29 in- 
creases and 17 decreases; 16 of the former and 12 of 
the latter were of less than 5 per cent. and 4 of each 
were of more than 10 per cent. The price averages for 
the 97 industrial materials show 40 increases and 19 
decreases, only 4 of the former and 2 of the latter being 
of more than 5 per cent., and of these one increase and 
one decrease exceeded 10 per cent.

BRITISH STANDARD PIPE FLANGE TABLES. 


The British Engineering Standards Association has 
recently issued part 1 of the revised tables of pipe 
flanges, publication No. 10, which, with part 2 (steam) 
published in 1926, completes the revision of the 1904 
edition. Part 1 comprises the three tables A, B and C, 
which deal with flanges for pipes, valves and fittings 
for gas and water. Dimensions are specified for pipes 
up to 72 in. nominal hore for working water pressures 
up to 50 lbs., and up to 48 in. nominal bore for working 
water pressures up to 130 lbs. and 175 lbs. per square 
inch, respectively, the gas flanges are for working 
pressures up to 30 lbs. per square inch.

According to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
Ottawa, imports for consumption and Canadian exports 
during the twelve months ended 29th February last 
amounted in value to 1,099,118,958 dollars, and 
1,226,838,149 dols. as compared with 1,021,209,075 dols. 
and 1,258,857,309 dols. respectively in the year ended 
28th February, 1927. 





CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, 
between 22nd and 28th March, 5,240 barrels of Canadian 
apples were dispatched to United Kingdom ports. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Calcutta, 10th April: The Indian Commercial In- 
telligence Department, Calcutta, reports as follows to 
the Indian Trade Commissioner in London on the season 
and crops during the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


Rainfall—During the week ended 8th April rainfall 
was nearly general in Kashmir and widespread in Assam 
and North Bengal on one day. There were local or 
few falls of rain elsewhere. During the week ended 
Ist April rainfall was nearly general along the north-

west frontier, the Punjab, the Kumaon Hills and the 
Punjab plains on one day; there were local or few falls 
of rain elsewhere. 


Crops.—Bengal, 4th April: There have been scattered 
showers in parts but more rain is needed for field opera- 
tions. The prospects for standing crops are fair. 
Central Provinces, 2nd April: Some rain has fallen in 
parts. Punjab, 2nd April: Rainfall has been nearly 
general. The condition of standing crops is average to 
good on irrigated areas and below the average to average 
on unirrigated areas. Some damage has been done to 
standing crops by insect pests and storms. Assam, 
2nd April: The weather generally has been seasonable. 
More rain is needed, but crop prospects generally are 
fair. Madras, 3lst March: There has been fair rain 
in parts for agricultural operations. Standing and rabi 
crops are doing well. 

Intermediate Crop Reports.—Bihar and Orissa: The 
condition of the linseed, rape and mustard crops is 
unchanged. 





SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE IN MARCH. 


The Standard Bank of South Africa have received a 
cablegram from their general managers intimating that 
during the month of March imports into the Union of 
South Africa were valued at approximately £6,590,196, 
and exports from the Union at about £7,437,444. The 
latter included £4,225,116 native gold. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS 
TO THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has been advised by cable from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the 
two weeks ended 31st March the following quantities of 
South African produce were shipped to the United 
Kingdom ports:—Wool, scoured, bales, 888; grease, 
bales, 10,023; mohair, bales, 159; hides, wet, bales, 
1,000, dry, bales, 1,958; sheepskins, bales, 1,272; goat- 
skins, bales, 268; wattle bark, tons, 783 ; wattle extract, 
Ibs., 112,500; leaf tobacco, bales, 8,663; buchu, bales, 
15; ostrich feathers, case, 1; groundnuts, lbs., 55,420; 
cigarettes, case, 1; maize, bags, 19,509; maizemeal, 
bags, 35,171; grit, bags, 2,770; pears, boxes, 115,489; 
grapes, boxes, 61,782; sultanas, boxes, 9,932; raisins, 
boxes, 3,870 ; dried apricots, boxes, 1,800; plums, boxes, 
331; apples, boxes, 668 ; pines, boxes, 315 ; dried apples, 
boxes, 68; dried pears, boxes, 56; and persimmons, 
boxes, 53. 





AMERICAN WHOLESALE PRICES. 


The March price index of the National Bank of 
Commerce in New York shows an advance of nine- 
tenths of one per cent. since 15th February to 85-6. 
Since last summer the course of most price indices 
represents a compromise between recovery in a few 
agricultural markets and weakness for the principal 
metals. ‘T’he Banks’ index number for February was 
84-8 and for March of last year 88-8. 





ITALIAN ARTIFICIAL SILK EXPORTS. 


The Business and Financial Report of the Association 
of Italian Corporations, Rome, states that during 1927 
exports of artificial silk amounted to 14,856,585 kilogs., 
as against 9,793,078 kilogs. and 7,259,863 kilogs. re- 
spectively in the two previous years. The chief buyers 
last year were, Germany, the United States, China, 
British India and Ceylon. Great Britain’s purchases 
totalled 370,875 kilogs., as against 387,074 kilogs. and 
2,019,195 kilogs. respectively in 1926 and 1925.

It should be 
noted that these figures exclude Government specie and 
stores and produce from Tanganyika Territory for subse- 
quent re-exportation. Domestic exports from Kenya last 
year reached a total of £3,086,916 as against £2,414,341 
in 1926, an advance of £672,575, while those from Uganda 
amounted to £2,310,300 or a decline of £1,285,745, as com- 
pared with 1926. 

Great Britain supplied 44 per cent. of the imports, the 
United States 12, India 10, Holland 6, and Germany and 
Japan 5 per cent. each respectively.

FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY. 


(From the Hungarian Telegraph Correspondence Bureau in 
London.) 


According to recent returns published by the Hungarian 
Statistical Institute, imports during February amounted 
in value to 95-9 million pengés, while exports totalled 
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60°5 million pengés, an excess of the former over the latter 
of 35°4 million pengéds as compared with 23-5 million 
pengds in February, 1927. With the exception of raw 
tobacco imports of almost every article showed an advance 
as compared with February of last year. The most notable 
advances occurred in imports of cotton and woollen textiles, 
and machinery. On the export side flour and wheat rose 
by 6-4 million pengés, while rye fell by 3-3 million pengos. 
Exports of machines were much larger but a decline was 
recorded in those of cattle, bacon, lard and poultry.

FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY. 


(From the British Legation). 
BERNE. 


Imports during February last amounted to 222-9 million 
francs, which figure represented an increase of 3-2 million 
francs (1-5 per cent.) as compared with January, and of 
36:8 million frs. (19-8 per cent.) in comparison with the 
corresponding month of last year. With exports at 173-6 
million frs. the advance in comparison with January 
reached 20-1 million frs (13-1 per cent.), and 15-5 million frs. 
(11-2 per cent.) in comparison with February, 1927. The 
volume of Swiss foreign trade in February as compared 
with January, recorded a corresponding increase of 29,500 
tons in imports and 19,500 tons in exports. In February, 
the value of exports worked out at 6-9 million frs. per 
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working day, as against 5-9 million frs. in January, and 
6-5 million frs. in February, 1927. With an excess of 
imports over exports of 49-3 million frs. in February, 
the adverse trade balance of Switzerland showed an im- 
provement in comparison with the four preceding months, 
the value of exports having risen to 77-8 per cent. of that 
of imports, as against 69-9 per cent. in January, 74-7 per 
cent. in December, 76-1 per cent. in November and 75-8 
per cent. in October.

The outstanding feature in imports during February was 
the heavy decline in foodstuffs, which was attributable 
principally to a drop of 6-1 million frs. in imports of wheat 
and to one of 1:3 million frs. in barley and oats. Cocoa 
beans and wine in. barrels entered Switzerland in larger 
quantities, the advance amounting to 500,000 frs. in both 
cases. In anticipation-ef the impending seasonal increase 
of activity in the building industry, iron work and timber 
for building purposes were also imported to a larger extent. 
Seasonal influences were also the cause of an advance of 
700,000 frs. in imports of motor cars. A similar increase 
took place in respect of coal, while imports of tobacco rose 
by 1-2 million frs. Among the raw materials for the textile 
industry, imports of raw cotton weakened to the extent 
of 2-7 million frs. in comparison with January, but those 
of raw wool and raw silk were larger by 1-4 million frs. 
and 800,000 frs. respectively. The following table shows 
the principal sources of supply of Swiss imports in February,

Exclusive of gold in bars, Great Britain’s share in Swiss 
imports totalled 12-9 million frs., as against 11-6 million 
frs. in January, 1928. The heavy decline in Swiss imports 
from Canada was by no means exceptional, and may be 
traced, as usual, to the fluctuations in the extent of Swiss 
purchases of wheat, the decrease on this item amounting 
to 7-5 million frs. in February, as compared with January.

The bulk of the rise in exports in February as compared 
with January may be traced to an advance of 8 million 
frs. in foreign sales of Swiss watches, the February total 
being higher by 3-6 million frs. than that for February, 1927. 
The machine industry improved its position to the extent 
of 2-1 million frs. (2-5 million frs. in comparison with the 
corresponding month of 1927). In the foodstuff group, 
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exports of condensed milk, cheese and chocolate rose by 
600,000 frs., 800,000 frs. and 900,000 frs. respectively. 
The textile industry also shared in the general improve- 
ment, the rise in exports of silk fabrics, embroideries and 
‘“‘schappe ’’ amounting to 1-6 million frs. 1-0 million frs. 
and 300,000 frs. respectively. The growing seasonal 
demand for boots and shoes for summer wear enabled 
Swiss manufacturers to increase their sales abroad to the 
extent of 1-1 million frs. and 58,891 pairs. An increase 
was also recorded in the case of pharmaceuticals (400,000 
frs.); skins and hides (1-0 million frs.) and aniline dyes 
(500,000 frs.). On the other hand, exports of aluminium 
decreased by 2-4 million frs. The distribution of Swiss

REVISED REGULATIONS GOVERNING IMPORT, 
EXPORT, AND INSPECTION OF PRESERVED 
FRUITS, VEGETABLES AND MILK. 


The “Canada Gazette” of llth February publishes 
copy of an Order in Council of 4th February, 1928, contain- 
ing the revised Regulations governing the importation, 
exportation and inspection of preserved fruits, vegetables 
and milk, in substitution of the Regulations established by 
Order in Council of the 27th August, 1920, as subsequently 
amended. 

The revised Regulations deal more fully with ‘ defini- 
tions ”’ of fruit and vegetables; labelling; grading—quality 
and quantity. As regards importation, the sections relating 
thereto are as follows :— 

16. No person shall import, nor shall there be imported, 
any fruit or vegetables, or fruit or vegetable products, 
canned, bottled, dried, evaporated or otherwise preserved 
for food or any milk, condensed, evaporated, dried, or other- 
wise preserved for food, unless the requirements of this 
section are strictly adhered to. 

(a) Collectors of Customs shall not clear any importation 
of fruit, or vegetables, or fruit or vegetables, canned, 
bottled, dried, evaporated or otherwise preserved for food,

or any milk, condensed, evaporated, dried or otherwise 
preserved for food, unless such shipment is accompanied 
by an affidavit in duplicate taken before a Justice of the

Imports may be refused entry or may be confiscated. 

(6) All fruits or vegetables, or fruit or vegetable products, 
canned, bottled, dried, evaporated or otherwise preserved 
for food, or any milk, condensed, evaporated, dried, or 
otherwise preserved for food, shall be subject to such 
inspection in the Dominion of Canada as may be deemed 
necessary or advisable, and any fruits or vegetables, or 
fruit or vegetable products, canned, bottled, dried, evapo- 
rated, or otherwise preserved for food, or any milk, con- 
densed, evaporated, dried or otherwise preserved for food, 
that do not conform to the requirements of these Regula- 
tions shall be refused entry into Canada or may be forfeited 
to His Majesty, and may be disposed of as the Minister may 
direct. Such samples of imports as may be deemed 
necessary by the Inspector to be used for testing for grading 
for quality, quantity or purity shall be furnished by the im- 
porter free of any charge, but the Veterinary Director General 
shall furnish such importer with a report of the examination 
of said sample or samples within a reasonable time. 
Collectors of Customs shall attach one of the certificates 
referred to in this section to their B-1 Entry Form and 
forward same to Commissioner of Customs. The other 
certificate to be kept on file for one year for the informa- 


tion of any duly authorised Inspector acting under the 


“Meat and Canned Foods Act ”’ and the regulations made 
thereunder.

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Cape ‘Town has telegraphed 
information to the effect that a special Resolution has been 
introduced into the Union Parliament counteracting the 
decrease in the rate of Customs duty on boots and shoes, 
other than infants’, which, in accordance with the Customs 
Tariff and Excise Duties Amendment Act, 1925, was due 
on Ist April, 1928. There will, therefore, be no change in 
1928 in the rate of Customs duty on those goods.

EXPORT OF RICE (GRADING). 


The ‘“‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for 24th March 
contains a Decree-Law dated 8th January which provides 
for the grading of cleaned rice exported from Italy and for 
its proper marking. Such rice must be put up in sacks 
bearing the “ National Mark’’ instituted by the Decree 
of 28rd June, 1927. A schedule annexed to the Decree 
Law defines the various kinds and qualities of rice and 
specifies the name to be applied to each. The mark and 
official name must be entered on the relative invoices, 
Customs documents, way bills, etc. 

Other qualities of rice, not officially classified, such as 


rice in the husk or partly husked rice, must be marked _ 


accordingly.

EXPORT OF EGGS (GRADING). 


H.M. Consul at Kovno has forwarded particulars of new 
regulations, effective as from Ist April, regarding the 
exportation of eggs from Lithuania. 

Eggs may be exported duty free through the Custom 
Houses of Kovno, Virbalis, Memel, Pagegiai, Panemune, 
Mazeikiai, Joniskis and Smalninkai, provided they conform 
to the conditions laid down in the regulations as to quality, 
method of packing, indication of origin, and marking. 

Eggs which are exported through other Custom Houses, 
or which do not comply with these conditions, pay export 
duty at the rate of 35 cents per kilog. (gross weight) when 
packed in nailed cases, and 3 cents per egg when otherwise 
packed.

EXPORT DUTIES ON CERTAIN GOODS 
WITHDRAWN. 


The issue of the “‘ Bulletin Officiel ’’ of the Tangier Zone 
of Morocco for Ist—15th February contains a Law dated 
4th January, withdrawing the export duties which have 
hitherto been levied on the following goods exported from 
the Tangier Zone, viz.: Skins of horses, mules, asses, dogs 
and wild animals; waste and parings of the above; waste 


_of washed wool and of wool in the grease; old harness and 


old shoes; cement and pipes and moulded wares thereot ; 
sea salt; olive oil residues; olive and ‘“‘ argan”’ husks; 
gourd, melon and water melon seeds; old articles of horn, 
horn waste, horn raspings and horn bone (cornillon); 
wooden beads; and snuff. 

These articles consequently become subject to the 
statistical tax of 4 per cent. ad valorem which is levied on 
all goods exported from the Zone which are not subject 
to special export duties.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid” for 29th March contains a 
Decree-Law, dated 28th March, which largely increases the 
duties on aluminium ingots, bars, tubes, etc., reduces the 
duties on chickpeas, and modifies the Tariff treatment of 
sugar. The new ‘‘Second Column” rates of duty are

New Note.—Imported sugar is to 
be subject to the manufacturing 
tax, which is to be paid at the same 
time as the Customs duty but re- 
corded in separate accounts. 


The new duties on sugar and on the aluminium goods 
referred to came into force on 30th March (except as regards 
goods proved to have left the place of origin before 29th 
March), and the reduced duty on chickpeas is to come into 
force on 20th April. ‘The Decree-Law provides that, under 
the general Tariff revision, the duties on aluminium wire 
and cables falling under Tariff Nos. 458-9 (which are at 
present consolidated by the Commercial Treaties with 
Switzerland and Norway) are to be fixed at a level corres- 
ponding to the revised duties on other aluminium products. 


The Decree-Law also authorises the Government to 
enforce, until the promulgation of the new Tariff, temporary 
duties lower than the present ‘Second Column ”’ duties 
and equal as far as possible to present ‘‘ Treaty ” duties for 
certain goods not produced in Spain in any quantity and 
the trade in which serves to maintain commercial relations 
with foreign countries—the goods specified being heavy 
machinery, special electrical material, and watches. 
Provision is also made for the eventual revision of the 
duties on marine internal combustion engines (parts and 
propelling elements) and for the fixing of a proper relation 
between weight and volume of timber. These provisions 
are not to take effect, however, until the present 
‘Treaty’? provisions cease to operate (1.e., when the 
‘* Second Column ”’? duties become applicable to all coun- 
tries in treaty relations with Spain); and the Spanish 
Government are to use their power of conceding reduced

BUDGET PROPOSALS FOR TARIFF 
ALTERATIONS. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of telegraphic infor- 
mation from H.M. Trade Commissioner at Cape Town 
with regard to increases and reductions of the Customs 
duties on certain classes of goods imported into the Union 
of South Africa, proposed by the Minister of Finance in 
connection with the current Budget. The contemplated 
increases of duty have already taken effect provisionally ; 
the proposed reductions of duty will only become operative 
on the passage of the Finance Act. 

The following statement showing the increased rates of 
duty has been compiled from the particulars given in the 
Trade Commissioner’s telegram. ‘The information is sub- 
ject to confirmation when the complete text of the Tariff 
proposals is received. The former rates of duty are added 
as far as possible, for purposes of comparison.

PROPOSED ADOPTION OF METRIC SYSTEM. 


The Weights and Measures Ordinance, No. 2 of 1928, 
which was signed on 15th February last and promulgated 
on the following day, provides for the adoption of a system 
of metric weights and measures. This Ordinance, which is, 
however, not yet in operation, prescribes that the standards 
of measure and weight shall be as follows, viz., the metre, 
the kilogramme, the litre, the square metre, and the 
standard dunum, consisting of 1,000 square metres. From 
the date at which the Ordinance becomes operative, these 
standards are to be used for the purpose of all transactions 
entered into by any Department of the Government or 
any Municipal or Local Council. 

Article 12 of the Ordinance empowers the High Commis. 
sioner, if he is of opinion at any time within five years from 
the date of operation of the Ordinance, that it is desirable 
to prohibit the use of any other than metric weights and 
measures, to declare by Order in Executive Council that, 
from a notified date, the use of any other weight or measure 
than the metric to be unlawful and thereupon, unless 
specifically excepted, all contracts or dealing in any work 
or goods to be carried out by weight or measure, shall be 
deemed to be void unless carried out according to the 
metric system. 


The text of this Ordinance, together with a Schedule 
showing the customary weights and measures with their 
equivalents in metric and British weights and measures, 
may be seen by persons interested on application to the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W. 1.

DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL. 


Mow1ne MacuHInss ; GLOVES ; FURNITURE AND CABINET 
WaRE; SHUTTLES; Boots, SHOES;AND SLIPPERS. | 


The following is the text of a draft Order in Council 
laid before Parliament on 4th April, to require imported 
Mowing Machines, Gloves, Furniture and Cabinet Ware 
and Boots, Shoes and Slippers to bear an indication of 
origin :— 

Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. V. c. 53), it is 
provided that after an Enquiry in relation to goods of any 
class or description has on a reference from the appropriate 
Department been held by a Committee appointed for the 
purposes of the said Act and the report of the Committee 
on the matter has been taken into consideration by the 
Department, that Department may, unless it appears to 
them that the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade 
generally of other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with 
the United Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods 
of that class or description for use or consumption in the 
United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they 
bear an indication of origin, make a representation to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be made 
under the said Section 2, and His Majesty in Council may 
thereupon, subject to the provisions of the said Act, make 
an Order prohibiting the sale or the exposure for sale in the 
United Kingdom of imported goods of that class or de- 
scription unless they bear an indication of origin : 


AND WHEREAS in accordance with the provisions of the 
said section enquiries in relation to certain classes or de- 
scriptions of goods, including the goods to which the present 
Order relates have on references from the appropriate 
Department, namely, the Board of Trade (hereinafter 
called the Board) been held by a Committee appointed for 
the purposes of the said Act and the reports of the Com- 
mittee have been taken into consideration by the Board : 


AND WHEREAS it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of other 
parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United Kingdom 
would be prejudiced if the goods described in Parts I. to 
V. of this Order imported for use or consumption in the 
United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they 
bear an indication of origin, and the Board have accordingly 
made representations to His Majesty that it is desirable 
that an Order should be made under the said Section 2: 


Now THEREFORE His Majesty by and with the advice 
of His Privy Council in pursuance of the powers vested in 
Him by the said Section and of all other powers enabling 
Him in that behalf is pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows :— 


PART I.—(Mowr1nc MACHINES). 

1. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported mowing machine of the 
rotary blade type unless it bears an indication of origin. 

2. The indication of origin shall be printed, stencilled 
or otherwise painted-in distinctive colour or cast, or stamped 
on the mowing machine.

3. In the case of side wheel machines the indication shal! 
be placed— 

(i.) on the outside of each driving wheel in letters 
which shall not be less than # in. high (measured at the 
base in the case of cast letters); and 

(ii.) on the front of the wooden handle in letters which 
shall not be less than #-in. high ; 

provided that in the case of such side wheel machines it 
shall until 3lst December, 1928, inclusive, be a sufficient 
compliance with this Order if the indication is placed only 
on the front of the wooden handle in letters not less than 
#-in. high. 

4. In the case of machines other than side wheel machines 
bearing a name or trade mark the indication shall be of the 
same general character as and in close proximity to that 
name or trade mark. 

5. In the case of all other machines the indication of 
origin shall be placed on some prominent part of the 
machine. 

PART II.—(GLovss. ) 

6. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported gloves made wholly or 
partly of leather, fur or fabric, or any leather, fur or fabric 
cut out ready for sewing into gloves unless such gloves, 
leather, fur or fabric bear an indication of origin. 

7. The indication of origin shall be given on one glove 
of each pair, or in the case of leather, fur or fabric cut out 
ready for sewing into gloves on the right hand trank, or 
on a label securely attached to such glove or trank. 


PART III.—(FurNITURE AND CABINET WARE.) 


8. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported furniture or cabinet ware 
made wholly or mainly of wood, upholstered furniture and 
frames therefor or such cabinets and wooden trays as are 
customarily sold through the furniture trade, including any 
such furniture or cabinet ware which was imported in 
parts, unless it bears an indication of origin. 

9. This Order shall not apply to bread platters, pastry 
boards, wash boards, spoons and forks, clothes pegs, 
skewers and similar articles of domestic wood ware or to 
toys or such fancy articles (including any such goods 
commonly known as oriental goods) as are customarily 
sold through the fancy goods trade and not through the 
furniture trade, or articles made wholly or mainly of cane 
or wicker work. ; 

10. The indication shall be given in letters of a distinctive 
size and colour either :— 

(a) on a tally attached securely to some permanent 
part of the furniture or cabinet ware; or 

(b) in the case of upholstered furniture or any other 
goods subject to this part of this Order to which the 
indication cannot conveniently be applied in manner 
aforesaid on a label securely sewn or affixed by adhesive 
or other means to the goods; or 

(c) where it is not practicable to mark the goods as 
aforesaid without injury by stencilling or otherwise 
painting thereon. 

PART IV.—(SHUTTLES. ) 


11. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported shuttle for use in looms for 
weaving textile fabrics unless it bears an indication of origin 
stamped or branded thereon. 


PART V.—(Boots, SHOES AND SLIPPERS.) 


12. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported boots, shoes or slippers 
unless they bear an indication of origin. 

13. The indication of origin shall be stamped or impressed 
on the outer surface of the sole or in cases where it is not 
practicable so to apply the indication, by means of a label 
securely affixed to the outer surface of the sole. 

14. Nothing in this Order shall apply to boots, shoes or 
slippers made wholly or mainly of rubber or to boots, 
shoes or slippers made of canvas with rubber soles where 
the soles are not stitched to the uppers. 

PART VI.—(GENERAL. ) 

15. (a) Goods to which Part III. of this Order applies 
shall bear the indication of origin therein provided on 
exposure for sale wholesale whether or not the person so 
exposing the goods is a wholesale dealer ; ; 

(b) Goods to which Parts I., II., IV. and V. of this Order 
apply shall bear the indications of origin therein provided 
on exposure for sale wholesale only if the person so exposing 
the goods is not a wholesale dealer; and 

(c) Nothing in this Order shall require any goods to bear 
an indication of origin at the time of importation. 
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16. (a) This Order may be cited as the Merchandise 
Marks (Imported Goods) No. 1 Order, 1928; 

(b) The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply to the 
Interpretation of this Order as it applies to the interpre- 
tation of an Act of Parliament; 

(c) Parts I., III. and IV. shall come into force at the 
expiration of three months from the date hereof, and Parts 
II. and V. at the expiration of six months from the date 
hereof.
